JAKARTA, Indonesia—President 


Sukarno issued a formal decree 
Sunday reinstating the cofitrover- 
sial 1945 constitution, dissolving 
the approximately 500-member 
constituent assembly and throw- 
ing out the present provisional 
1950 constitution. 


In one of the most sweeping 
actions of his revolutionary ca- 
reer, Sukarno, in a seven-minute 
speech from the steps of the 
presidential freedom palace here, 
thus revived the 1945 charter un- 
der which he enjoys virtually un- 
restricted powers. 


His action, fully 
even encouraged by the army, 
paves the way for basic overhaul- 
ing of the present parliamentary 
form of governmental structure— 
as practiced under the now 
junked 1950 constitution—and im- 
plementation of ‘‘guided democ- 
racy”’ in Indonesia. 


Issuance of the decree, which 
was widely expected here, was 
promptly followed by-an an- 
-nouncement that Premier Djuan- 
|da’s cabinet handpicked by 
karno in April, 1957, would for- 
mally resign Monday morning. 
It would undoubtedly

Experts Say Russia 
Hid Manpower Loss

WASHINGTON—An authoritative publication said 
Sunday that Russia had concealed from the world in the 
post-war years a manpower weakness so serious that 
knowledge of the truth might have changed the course 


of history. 


The Soviet Union’s male losses 
in World War II, from all causes, 
was not 3,000,000, as first esti- 
mated, nor 7,000,000, as the West 
later came to believe, but prob- 
ably 15,000,000 to 20,000,000, ac- 
cording to experts of the Popu- 
lation Reference Bureau, Inc. 


The USSR, long secretive about 
its population data, published the 
preliminary results of a 1959 cen-

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Streamlining Job 
Must Be Thorough 


Gov. Vandiver says the current study 
of Georgia government looking to reor- 
ganization is quite a task and that he 
doesn’t know how much time will be 
required to complete it. 

The Reorganization and Economy 
Commission was set up at the last session 
of the General Assembly to function for 
only one year. As set up by the governor 
it is composed of a competent staff which 
is doing a thorough and painstaking job 
of examining every aspect of state gov- 
ernment operations. 

A study of this type should not be 
hasty nor should it be half done. Its con- 
clusions largely will shape the function- 
ing. of state government for at least a 
quarter century. It is important that it 
be no hit-or-miss proposition. 

The governor says he is not sure 
whether an extension of time on the 
study will be necessary. Other states 
which have attempted to streamline their 
operations in line with modern needs 
have found in some cases that years of 
work are required. Such has been the 
case in North Carolina, whose govern- 
ment now is shaping up as one of the 
more efficient in the nation. 

We have every confidence in the com- 
mission and the manner in which it is 
going about its work. We feel sure that 
reorganization to make operations more 
efficient will save millions in taxpayers’ 
funds in this and future administrations. 
Preliminary work already fully justifies 
the governor’s insistence on reorganiza- 
tion and the manner in which it is being 
carried out. 

By all means, let’s spend as much 
time as needed to do a thorough, scien- 
tific job in accord with today’s needs and 
modern administrative methods.

Sick Veterans Deserve 
More Than Lip Service 


Once again federal officials are giving 
“consideration” to building a new Vet- 
erans Administration hospital in Atlanta. 


The matter comes up frequently. 
Studies are made, recognition is given to 
the need for an adequate VA hospital 
here, hopes are raised and then dashed. 

As a result the small, run-down VA 
facility built here decades ago is still 
struggling along as best it can, treating 
as many veterans as possible and turning 
the rest away to wait for a vacancy. 

The failure of the federal government 
to act long before now on such a shocking 
situation is an example of negligence in 
its most extreme form. 

All Georgians should insist that the 
current flurry in Washington over the 
plight of ill veterans in the Atlanta area 
leads to concrete action rather than mere 
consideration of the need for a hospital.

FHA Enabled Millions 
To Own Their Homes 


The Federal Housing Administration 
celebrated its 25th anniversary on June 
27. Set up as a “pump priming” agency 
during the early months of the New Deal, 
it was violently attacked as socialism, as 
an encouragement for people to go into 
debt, as welfare statism and a waste of 
taxpayers’ funds. 

It is interesting to review what has 
happened since. FHA today is an amaz-~- 
ingly successful exhibit of what coop- 
eration between government and free 
enterprise can accomplish for the Ameri- 
can people. It has few if any critics. 

In this 25-year period, FHA-guaran- 
teed loans have contributed an invest- 
ment of 80 billion dollars to American 
homes. Today there are 26 billion dol- 
lars outstanding in mortgage loans. Yet 
losses over the years have amounted to 
one-third of 1 per cent, covered by in- 
surance. 

FHA has not cost the taxpayers a 
dime. Its original $65,500,000 in working 
capital was all paid back by 1940 with 
$20,400,000 in interest. Its expenses and 
mortgage insurance come from a one- 
half of 1 per cent fee on mortgage loans 
and fees.

Georgia Is Too Light 


On These Two Crimes 


U.S. Atty. J. Robert Sparks’ complaint 
about the reluctance of Gainesville fed- 
eral court grand juries to convict area 
bootleggers is applicable to juries in many 
Georgia courts. 


Federal officers have caught men op- 
erating a still, driving a liquor vehicle 
or fleeing a still but usually the jury will 
not convict them, Sparks told the Atlanta 
Citizens Crime Committee. 


This reflects the tolerant attitude of 
a large segment of the public toward 
bootlegging. Too many citizens, including 
a number of jury panels, still look upon 
moonshine operations as a rather pid- 
dling, harmless enough way for the “poor 
old mountaineer” or poor old someone 
else to make a living. 


But times have changed and a lot of 
people have closed their eyes to the fact 
that the illegal liquor trade is now a 
multi-million-dollar business in Georgia. 
It has made its higher ups wealthy. 
It has caused misery, suffering and in 
many instances death to consumers of 
the vile concoction that is hurriedly pro- 
duced amid filth of the worst kind. 

Still another matter that has come to 
the attention of the Citizens Crime Com- 
mittee is the fact that three times as 
many automobiles are stolen in Georgia 
than in any other Southern state. This 
can be attributed to the lack of an ade- 
quate auto title law, a matter that has 
been called to the attention of Georgia 
General Assemblies over a long period of 
years. 

The crime commission, along with 
other organizations and individuals in- 
terested in cracking down on two of the 
biggest problems in law enforcement, 
would do well to direct every possible 
effort toward creating a climate whereby 
bootlegging and auto theft would be 
treated as the serious and costly menace 
that they are.

New Nations Are Beset 
With Economic Troubles 


Twenty-one nations with a population 
of more than 700 million people have be- 
come independent since World War II. 
Four more new African nations will join 
them in 1960. 

Of these nations, only three have a 
gross national product of more than $200 
per capita. Nine have less than $100 per 
person. In their rush to gain political in- 
dependence, they have overlooked the 
grave hazard of economic failure. This 
poses a new threat to political freedom 
and invites infiltration by communism. 

These facts, of course, are the justifi- 
cation for the Mutual Security Program, 
better known as foreign aid. It explains 
why Sen, Fulbright, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Policy, has 
called for some hard thinking and long- 
term planning. 

The United States traditionally has 
backed independence for all colonial peo- 
ples. But this has brought on a responsi- 
bility for aiding them to stand,on their 
economic feet. We are now leaning to- 
ward the idea of regional cooperation 
and economic federation of some of these 
new nations who find it difficult if not 
impossible to devise decent living stand- 
ards with their own resources.

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Results of Missouri Dental Study Called 


Conclusive Proof of Fluoridation Benefits 


Atlanta—The Bureau of Dental 
Health in Missouri has conducted 
a study of fluoridation that should 
prove of interest to communities 
that have not yet availed them- 
selves of the benefits of this pub- 
lic health measure. 

The study concerned first-grade 
youngsters in six Missouri’ com- 
munities. 

Cape Giradeau and Carthage 
fluoridated their water supplies 
four years ago; Jackson three 
years ago; Caruthersville two 
years ago and Sarcoxie a year 
ago. These towns were contrasted 
with two other communities chos- 
en at random which have not yet 
fluoridated their water: rry- 
ville and Gideon. 

The results followed a nation- 
wide pattern of fluoridation. They 
revealed a close correlation be- 
tween dental health and fluori- 
dated water. Among 6-year-olds 
in Cape Giradeau, 21.53 per cent 
showed no tooth decay; in Jack- 
son the percentage was 26.55; in 
Carthage, 20.51 per cent; Caruth- 
ersville, 14.43 per cent and Sar- 
coxie 6.67 per cent. 

On the other hand, in the non- 
fluoridated communities of Per- 
ryville and Gideon the percent- 
ages were 8.26 and 7.7. 

Obviously, the longer the water 
has been fluoridated, the better 
will be the dental health of those 
children drinking. it. 

Fluoridation makes sense and 
saves dollars and cents. That’s 
why I cannot understand why such 
a common-sense oriented com- 
munity as Atlanta hag until now 
failed to fluoridate. 

Trips to the dentist cost money. 
Many of those trips can be spared 
you and the money can be saved 
via fluoridated water. 

Come on, Atlantans, let’s spear- 


head a fluoridation movement and 
drive it to a successful conclu- 
sion. Thousands of Atlanta chil- 
dren will thank you for doing so 
later.

The Price Fixers Are Up 
To Their Old Tricks Again 


Not too many months ago it appeared that “fair trade” laws 
were on the way out and that the consumer was about to get the 
advantage of freer competition on the open market. Supreme courts 
in at least 16 states had struck down all or part of the’ state laws 
that sanctioned the fixing of retail prices on certain brand name 


products. 

A couple of the nation’s largest 
manufacturers of electrical ap- 
pliances, tired of spending great 
sums to protect their  self- 
assumed right to say what the 
customer was going to have to 
pay for their product, said they 
were giving up “fair trade.”’ 

And suddenly it was bargain 
day all over. The artificially 
fixed prices on electric shavers, 
toasters and the like plummetted. 
Competition prevailed and the 
customer got a break. 


But the price fixers never seem 
to give up.

WASHINGTON—Everything that was best in 
Fidel Castro’s worthy revolution against the 
in Cuba is crumbling. 


Batista dictatorship 


Neither the government nor the people of the United States have 
wanted to prejudge the Castro regime. Most Americans welcomed 
the overthrow of Batista. Most Americans hoped Castro would have 
the vision and will to transform his successful guerilla revolution 
into responsible government for the Cuban people. 


But it is now evident there is 
a tremendous gap between what 
Castro said he was going to do 
and what he is doing. 

Perhaps the Castro govern- 
ment can retrieve itself before 
it is too late; but it is almost 
too late. I hope events will 
prove me wrong, but I cannot 
escape the conviction that Pre- 
mier Castro, wittingly or un- 
wittingly, is creating exactly the 
economic, social and political 
conditions which Cuban and oth- 
er Latin-American countries 
want and which they can best 
use to dispose of the Castro re- 
gime once it has served their 
purpose. 

What is happening is this: 

The Castro regime is showing 
no sign of giving the Cuban peo- 
ple an opportunity to elect rep- 
resentative, constitutional gov- 
ernment; it is showing every 
evidence of postponing it indef- 
initely. 

It is pursuing economic pol- 
icies which can have no other 
effect than to aggravate already 
massive unemployment, lower 
agricultural productivity and de- 
stroy Cuba’s ‘credit at a time 
when it desperately needs capi- 
tal investment. 

It is nationalizing large land- 
holdings (which is its right) but 
is doing it without providing

Addison’s Disease 


Loses Its Terror 


The adrenal glands are two 
small structures located on top of 
the kidneys. 4 


They have an outer border 
called the cortex. The vital im- 
portance of these glands lies in 
the fact that the cortex secretes 
a sulistance necessary for the con- 
tinuation of life and without which 
weakness and ultimate death 
would ensue. 


In Addison’s disease, named a 
ctntury ago for Thomas Addison, 
who first described it, these 
glands are damaged and their 
cortex no longer gives enough of 
their vital secretion. 


Addison’s disease was once a 
grim diagnosis which left little 
hope for its victims. But during 
the past 25 years the vital secre- 
tion has been analyzed. Now when 
a hormone or any other secretion 
is analyzed its chemical composi- 
tion becomes known. That is the 
first step toward another great 
advance, namely the synthesis or 
putting together artificially of the 
chemicals identified, thus creat- 
ing in the laboratory a substitute 
or replacement of that hormone. 


Such a replacement can then be 
used when needed in a person 
who has a deficiency of the secre- 
tion involved. In a disease like 
diabetes, for example, insulin has 
replaced the secretion of the 
small islands of tissue in the pan- 
creas which take care of sugars 
and starches in the body. 

The Addison’s disease treat- 
ment is now available and high- 
ly efficacious. However active 
and well the patient may have 
been before he became ill and the 
discovery of this deficiency was 
made, that same healthful activ- 
ity can be regained to its fullest 
extent by the administration of 
this artificially constructed hor- 
home. 

This shows two things: (1) that 
we have to expect almost 


miraculous things from medicine; ' 


(2) that when nature fails us even 
in some of her more important 
functions, man has found a way to 
replace her both efficiently and 
completely.

Wham! The tire drops in a hole. Screech! There's a sharp 


curve. Yep, you're back in Georgia. 


Every returning vacationist from Georgia knows the minute he 
crosses the state line. The signs are superfluous. On one side of the 
bridge, smooth, straight roads. On the other side, twisting, turning 
ribbons. of pot-holed, ill banked, out-of-date highways-in-name-only. 


Georgians visiting in other states have to sort of hang their 
heads in shame when our reads are mentioned. Oh, we talk about 
what we PLAN to do. We brag about the Atlanta expressway sys- 
tem which has been seven years a-building and is already out- 


moded. 


But we build no turnpikes. And in New Jersey, Gov. Meyner 
was talking about using surplus funds earned by that state’s turn- 
pikes to help alleviate the financial difficulties of the commuter 


railroads. 


Turnpike driving is not expensive for the average motorist. 
Ninety miles of New Jersey Turnpike costs an even dollar. You 
can run 60 miles per hour — the limit — and average 60. In Georgia 
to average 60 you would have to violate the speed laws to such a 


degree you would endanger a hundred lives in 90 miles. 


And the turnpikes aren't plans on paper—they are roads al- 


ready built and being driven on.

NEW GROUP 

Chester describes the work of 
the engineers and sanitarians as 
‘an unglamorous profession” with 
relatively low pay for so much 
professional training. They must 
be college graduates with a back- 
ground of physics, chemistry, 
biology and mathematics. Engi- 
neers must have an engineering 
degree. They draw a starting pay 
of $431 per month—when the state 
can find one, Chester said—and 
can work up to a top of $565 per 
month.

Obviously, Eric Hilliard (Rick) Nelson is a 
busy young man. His average work day starts at 
9 a.m. when three of the loudest alarm clocks ob- 
tainable explode on a table across the room from 


‘ his bed. 


“The toughest part of my day,” says Rick, “is 
before it starts. Somehow I have to cross that room 
and turn those clocks off.” 

Rick arrives at the studio shortly after 10 a.m. 

“‘He’s usually sleep-walking when he shows up,” 
says Joe Byrne, his friend and stand-in. “I test him 
every few minutes to see if he’s awake by asking 
questions. When his answers begin making sense, we 
know he’s ready for work.” 

During the lunch break (usually 1:30 te 2:30 
p.m.), he may grab a fast bite—a couple of eggs and 
a coke, or maybe spaghetti and a malit—at the 
studio commissary, then head for the Nelson bungalow 
to practice guitar, run over a new song, or listen 
to records. 

Rick isn’t free just because a scene does not in- 
volve him. Competing for all such “spare” time 
are newspaper and magazine interviews, rehearsing

“group, posing for pictures, and practic- 
ing his guitar. He is studying the Fia- 
menco guitar with one of the world’s 
preatest guitarists, Vicente Gomez.

Rick dates usually 
only on week-ends. 


Several times a month, however, the end of 
Rick’s TV work day only means the beginning of a 
long and arduous recording session that may last 
until 3 a.m. or later. 


Periodically, Rick goes on personal appearance 
tours, often arranged over the week-end so that 
Ozzie’s TV schedule won't be disrupted too much. 
Prior to such expeditions, Rick’s day is further com- 
plicated by extra rehearsal sessions with his musi- 
cal combo and the learning of new songs.
